Judge Bruudage. counsel lor Haynes, sub­ 
jected the witness to a rigid cross-examination, 
which will be continued to-morrow.

E d ito r G rady D lscim te* th e Solid South 
and It» D anger». 


A u g u st a (Gao, November 29th.—Grady, editor 
of the Atlanta Constitute i, addressed a large au­ 
dience to-day, iLC tiding Governor Richardson, 
of couth Carolina, Senators Butler, Ransom and 
Colquitt, and many other prominent people of 
Georgia and South Carolina. He spoke of how 
the people of these two States had fought 
through two revo utions side by side. He then 
said that the south is now confronted by two 
dangers. By remaining solid it will force á per­ 
manent sectional alignment, in which it hns 
every thing to lose and nothing to gain. By di­ 
viding it will debauch its political system*, de­ 
stroy i he delenses of its social integrity, and put 
the balance of power in the hands of' an ignor­ 
ant and dangerous class. Grady discussed these 
propositions at length. lie said that the solid 
South invites the solid North, from which the 
South—being iu the minority—has little to hope. 
The South had thirty-eight per cent, ol the elect­ 
oral vote iu 1880, but it is doubtful if she will 
have over twenty-five per cent, in 1890. 
To remain silent, therefore, is to incur the 
danger of being iu a perpetual minority aud 
practically shut out from participation iu the 
Government. But the .South cannot afford to 
risk the other danger to avoid the first. The 
very worst thing that could happen to the South 
is to have her whole vote divided into factions, 
and each faction bidding for the negro vote, 
which vote is ignorant, impulsive, alien, pur­ 
chasable and cannot be got rid of. National 
parties, finding here their cheapest market and 
wide.-t field, will pour iu their millions, adding 
to the corruption funds of municipal and State 
factions, and the entire ballot-b>x will be hope­ 
lessly debauched, a 1 approaches thereto made 
corrupt and all results therefrom tainted. 
When the negro was enfranchised the South 
was condemned to solidity as surely as self­ 
preservation is the first law oí nature. This 
problem is not of our seeking. It was thrust 
upon us—uot in the orderly unfolding o! a plan, 
but iu hot impulse and pas'ion, agaiust the 
judgment of the world aud the lessons of his­ 
tory. and to the peril of public government, 
which rests at last on a pure and unsullied suf­ 
frage. If it be urged that I t was the inexorable 
result of our course iu 1S6<», we reply that we 
took that course iu deliberation, m aintained it 
in sincerity, sealed it with the blood of our 
bravest and best, aud we accept it without com­ 
plaint. and abide in thedignity of its direct aud 
ultimate results, and shall hold it to be—in spite 
of defeat—forever honorable and sacred. This 
is our problem, and it w ill dominate all other 
issues. Political spoils are uot to be considered. 
The administration of our affairs is secondary, 
aud the patronage is less. Economic issues are as 
naught, and even great moral reforms must wait 
on the settlement of this great question. What, 
then, is the duty of the routh ? It is to m ain­ 
tain i he political as well as social, integrity of her 
white race, and appeal to the world for patience 
and justice. Let us show that it is nota» ec- 
tionai prejudice, but. a sectional problem, that 
keeps us com pact; that it is not hope of do­ 
minion, but an abiding necessity—not spoils 
nor patronage, but plain self-preservation that 
holds the white race together iu the South. Let 
us make this so plain that any community 
searcning its own heart would say, “ The neces­ 
sity that Linds our brothers in the South would 
hold us as closely .bound were the necessity 
here.” 
Speaking of the relations between the whites 
and negroes, Grady eonteuded that they were 
friendly. ** Let us send a few words to the fair- 
minded Republicans of the North. Here is the 
fundamental 
assertiou—the 
negroes ol the 
South can not be kept iu antagonism with their 
white neighbors, for the intimacy and friendli­ 
ness of the relaiion forbids. This friendliness 
is a most important factor of the problem—one 
that the North has never taken account of. and 
it seems never will. It explains an otherwise 
inexplicable thing—the fidelity aud loyalty of 
the negro during the war to the woman and 
children left in his care. Though unexpected 
in slavery, it explains the miracle oí 1864. 
Though uot confessed, it must expi&iu the m ir­ 
acle of 1888. :

There was the general religious auster­ 
ity of the forenoon, and the unbounded hilarity 
of the afternoon in the rural districts, around 
tables covered with turkeys, mince and pump­ 
kin pies and other pleasing causes of indigestion. 
Not less than twenty thousand New Yorkers 
and families yesterday went awav to rural sec­ 
tions and New England to rusticate around the 
family board. 
The* old English custom of going into the 
country at holidays is more observed this year 
than on any previous Thanksgiving, and is gain­ 
ing annually in favor with leading society peo­ 
ple. 
New York’s business section was entirely 
closed and deserted.

A DAY O F BLOODSHED. 


D e s p tra te S tre e t B a ttle B etw een P olice 
and N egroes iu S avannah. 


S a v a n n a h , November 29th.—An attempt by 
the police to quell a disturbance among a crowd 
ol disorderly negrees in the western part of the 
city to-day resulted in a riot, during which one 
negro was killed and two policemen. A white 
man who went to their aid was seriously in­ 
jured aud several negroes Wr re wounded. 
Patrolman McMurruy, In dispersing a crowd, 
was set uj>on and knocked down. The crowd 
closed iu upon him , but he got up, aud finding 
his club useless, drew his revolver aud began 
tiring. The other officers heard the shooting 
ami hastened to the place. Patrolman Cronin w as 
knocked down and his skull broken. McMurruy 
was driven three or four blocks down the street 
and escaped iuto a house, but the crowd broke 
tiirougn the windows and threw him into the 
street, where a uegro womau beat him with 
bricks until he was insensible. 
The police were notified at headquarters and 
a squad of mounted officers soon arrived. By 
this time 1,0th negroes were in the street yelling 
and crying, % Kill ih em ! kill them !” 
The police held the ciowd back, and eight of 
the ringleaders were arrested. The crowd was 
finally dhpersed. 
To-night a negro, with seven builet-wounds in 
his bouv. was found dead in that part ol the 
city where the shooting occurred.

VICIOUS INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Some time early last March, a fire oc­ 
curred at the winery of the Margherita 
Vineyard, near Fre.sno, owned in part by 
E . B. Rogers, Mechanical Engineer of 
San Francisco. Mr. Rogers has invested 
about $100,000 in the development of a 
vineyard, connecting therewith the man­ 
ufacture of wines. 
He has brought to bear 
upon the enterprise, high intelligence, in­ 
domitable will, and most persevering in­ 
dustry. As already stated, early in March, 
the winery was destroyed by tire. The 
loss was very heavy as the winery con­ 
tained nearly two years’vintage. Insurance 
companies interested in the loss resisted 
payment, and in search of a defense for a 
most unwarrantable proceeding employed 
those vultures of society who have keen 
instincts for the carrion of scand^J, known 
as private detectives, to furnish evidence 
which would justify resistance. A private 
detective possesses but a single commend­ 
able tra it; he appears to be bent upon earn­ 
ing his money. 
W hether this is referable 
to a spirit of returning an honest equiva­ 
lent for the fees paid him, or whether it is 
attributable to a natural depravity which 
gloats over the crimes and failings of men, 
is open to question. The detectives made, 
or pretended to make startling disclosures. 
Tierces of wine had been buried in the 
vineyard. Hogsheads bad been concealed in 
the harness-house of the barn. Barrels and 
casks had been carted to the mountains and 
concealed in owlish ravines. These sensa­ 
tional disclosures were spread broadcast 
through the land by an enterprising news 
gathering association,and,for a time, an hon­ 
orable and reputable citizen rested under 
the shadow of a great crime. In this way the 
insurance companies produced an apparent 
alliance between their refusal to pay an 
honest loss and the highest good of society; 
but the unfortunate vineyardist refused to 
submit tamely to the outrage attempted to 
be perpetrated, and challenged judicial 
inquiry. The case has just been heard by 
the Superior Court of Fresno county. The 
hiding in the vineyard proved to be a 
couple of harmless casks, buried in pursu­ 
ance of suggestions made by the Professor 
of Agriculture of the State University, in 
the direction of ripening the wine. The 
ponderous secretion of hogsheads in the 
harness house proved to lie a few barrels 
which were outside of the wine cellar at 
the time of the fire, and were rolled into 
the harness house, since there remained 
no other means of protecting them from 
the weather. 
The storage of hogsheads 
in secret ravines of distant mountains 
turns out to be a' complete myth, and 
under the calcium light of judicial in­ 
quiry a jury of twelve men returned in 
five minutes with a verdict for the plain­ 
tiff for the value of the amount of the in­ 
surance policy, with interest. Thus the 
highest ends of justice are subserved in 
the financial aspect of the case, and at the 
same time the reputation of an honorable 
man is saved from obloquy. Properly corn- 
ducted insurance against loss by fire is a 
great public beneficence, but in the hands 
of mean and contemptible men, willing to 
disgrace every patron who may be so un­ 
fortunate as to incur a fire loss, and to 
employ the services of those scandal scav­ 
engers known as private detectives, the 
whole business will become disreputable, 
and all moral distinction between grand 
larceny and fire insurance will be ob­ 
scured, if it does not wholly disappear. 


MERCY TO CRIMINALS. 


Our San Francisco contemporary, the 
Alta, thinks the Governor should commute 
the sentence of death passed upon Drager, 
one of the Lowell murderers, to imprison­ 
ment for life, on the ground stated liy De­ 
tective Ilume, that Draper’s testimony 
gave the first and only clue to the crime, 
and led to the convictions secured. The 
reason 
advanced 
is, that 
revealing 
crime by a conspirator or a participant 
should beencouragedasa deterrent agency, 
because the fear of betrayal by allies is 
great restraint upon the confirmed crimi­ 
nal. 
W ithout discussing the principle in­ 
volved, and which we do not question, it 
should be stated that the Alta reaches its 
conclusion from mistaken premises. Drager 
did not at any time confess to the murder. 
Oil the contrary, he has strenuously in­ 
sisted that he did not aid in it, and knew 
nothing of it, though it is proven lie was 
an “ accomplice after the fact.” The truth 
is, and which Mr. Hume has misappre­ 
hended, that at no time was any promise 
of clemency made to Drager or either of 
the other murderers. 
His testimony, or 
statement, like all the others, was varied, 
contradictory 
and 
unreliable, and was 
voluntary. 
He, as were the others, was 
told that any statement he made might be 
used against him. 
Moreover, it was be­ 
yond all question established on the trial 
that DrageFs statements were false in all 
* material matters, and there was : Iso irre­ 
futable evidence of a conspiracy by the 
th ree ; as, for instancy, their prior state­ 
ments before going to the Lowell farm ; 
and again, the testimony of a whftlly dis­ 
interested witness, that several hours after 
the murder the three men were seen upon 
the Lowell premises together, and within 
a lew feet cf the body of the victim, though 
Drager insisted that he was not present, 
but after the killing fled and concealed 
himself. If the doctrine contended for is 
to be applied to the case in question, then 
the man who did the killing and volun­ 
tarily confessed the crime, ought to be 
pardoned. 
It follows that if the state­ 
ment of the only man who confesses, and 
who says he killed Lowell, has virtue suf­ 
ficient to make him worthy of Executive 
clemency, it ought also-to have sufficient 
weight to secure the discharge of the 
other two, whom he declares are innocent. 
T hat is to say, if the criminal’s word who 
reveals should insure him his life, it would 


In declining to commute the death 
sentence of certain murderers convicted 
very recently', Governor Waterman has 
taken occasion to administer a rebuke 
to a custom—it is quite entitled to the 
designation—that has grown up of say in; 
to prisoners, on being sentenced to death, 
that the only hope remaining to them is 
dependent upon the Executive of the 
State. Sometimes it is an indiscreet or too 
sympathetic Judge who speaks thus to the 
condemned, sometimes it is the press, 
which, perhaps, fancies there is news qual­ 
ity in the expression. In either case it is 
indefensible, since it implies that there is 
some hope, and that there is a reason for 
it, even if it be nothing more than a sym­ 
pathetic one. 
Whenever a Court so far 
(orgets itself as to cast a doubt upon the 
wisdom and justice of the result reached at 
its own bar, by suggesting to the con­ 
demned, without specific and strong rea­ 
son, that the judgment of the tribunal of 
the law may be undone by the interposi­ 
tion of the Executive, and that there is in 
that direction hope for the criminal, it 
does that which deserves far more severe 
rebuke than that just administered. It is 
not the office of a J udge to intimate that 
the life of the criminal he has sentenced 
ought to be spared. 
If he has reason to 
think so, he should at once and without 
suggestion communicate the reason to the 
officer empowered to pardon. There is no 
possibility of shifting responsibility from 
judicial to executive shoulders in capital 
cases, except where there is discovery, after 
legal exhaustion, of reliable new and ma­ 
terial testimony raising a serious doubt as 
to guilt. 
But the suggestion to the con­ 
demned to apply for pardon is never neces­ 
sary. 
He and his friends know of his 
right of petition and are not slow to avail 
of it. To add to it the judicial suggestion 
is gratuitous interference with a jury’s ver 
diet and the Executive’s prerogative, un 
called for under any circumstances, inde­ 
fensible and either a sign of judicial limp 
ness that does discredit to the bench, or i 
uttered thoughtlessly and because others 
have used the formula to softfcn the judi 
cial rigor of sentence. The Governor has 
very properly entered his protest against 
the Judiciary indulging in the privilege 
of thus addressing the condemned. 
It is 
very difficult already to 
secure 
con 
victions, still more so to make punishment 
certain, without unnecessarily exciting the 
hope of the guilty that in the Executive 
of the State he may fiud that which a jury 
of his countrymen, upon their oaths de 
clared he was not entitled to. 


MYERS’ LAST DAY. 
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T he dispatches from Paris yesterday 
were dramatically sensational. The story 
runs that Premier Floquet had arranged 
for the arrest of General Boulanger and 
his friends on Sunday, on the occasion of 
the demonstration at the grave of Baudin 
The rumor went to the extent of giving 
wings to the canard that even the cells for 
the anticipated prisoners had been pre­ 
pared, but the alleged fact 
becoming 
known, the Minister was obliged to aban­ 
don the scheme. There is probably not 
one word of truth in the story. It is more 
than 
likely that 
Boulanger’s 
friends 
evolved the thing from their fancy for the 
express purpose of giving new and sensa­ 
tional importrnce to 
Boulanger. 
The 
pompous man lives upon his nerves; if he 
is not posing before the public and quiver­ 
ing upon the edge of sensationalism, he is 
unhappy. 
There was danger of France 
forgetting him, and of his settling down 
into the groove of an ordinary, and very 
ordinary, Deputy. Something had to be 
done to renew public interest in him, 
hence the absurd fiction concerning his 
proposed arrest. 
Floquot is no fool; he is 
a far-seeing, shrewd and able politician, 
and a statesman of experience and discré- 
tion. He does not plot for the arrest of 
men for offenses not vet committed ; nor is 
he a tyrant, or possessed of the power of 
one, even if he desired to be tyrannous. 
He has a strong majority in the Chambers, 
and has no reason whatever to fear any 
political or other assault from the direction 
of the Boulangerists.

John Henry Myers, one of the men convicted 
of the murder of John Lowell, at his ranch in 
El Dorado county, on the 24th of March last, 
will be executed at l o clock this afternoon in 
the yard of the Court-house at Placerville. Up 
to Wednesday it was supposed that John Olsen 
and William Drager, the other two men convicted 
with Myers, would be executed at the same 
time, and everything had been arranged for a 
triple bauging. On that day, however, the fol 
lowing notice was tiled in the Superior Court of 
El Dorado county : 
In the Superior Court of the county of El Do­ 
rado. State of California. 
The People of the State of California vs. John 
Henry Myers, John Olsen and William Drager - 
To M. P. Bennett, District Attorney of said El 
Dorado county, and attorney for plaintiff in 
above action—You will please take notice that 
the defendants, John Olsen and William Drager 
in the above entitled action, hereby appeal to 
the Supreme Court of this State from the judg­ 
ment rendered and entered against them in thw 
said Superior Court on the 9th day of October, 
1888, and also from the order denying said de­ 
fendants’ motion for a new trial, made and eu- 
tered in the minutes of said Court on said 9th 
day of October, 1888. 
Dated this 28th day of November, 1888. 
Irw n & Irw in, 
Attorneys for John Olsen. 
C a rp en ter & C ar te n te r, 
Attorneys for Win. Drager. 
Judge Arnot. of Alpine countv, who is acting 
for Judge Williams, who is in the East, ordered 
the entry made, aud the following stipulation 
was filed: 
By agreement of parties in open Court, it is 
ordered that the time for preparing and serving 
a bill of exceptions on the part of said defend­ 
ants, John Olsen and William Drager, in the 
above entitled action be and the same is hereby 
xteuded forty days from aud after this date. 
This will of course act as a stay of execution 
in the case of Drager aud Olsen, but will not 
prevent the carrying out of the sentence of 
death upon Myers. When the prisoners Olsen 
and Drager were informed of the notice o f ap­ 
peal in their case the former expressed himself 
as hialily pleased, but the latter appeared en­ 
tirely indifferent, and remarked that he was 
ready to die and willing to go. He has m ani­ 
fested this spirit ever since he was first put upon 
trial in Placerville. and has never appeared to 
think there was any chance of escaping the gal­ 
lows. 
MYERS’ LAST STATEMENT. 
Myers is to completely broken down in spirits 
that it is feared he will not have strength 
enough left to wralk to the gallows. He has 
made another statement, which is substantially 
the same as that made by him immediately 
after his convietiou, and which is as follows: 
“ Kuowing that I am about to die I make the 
following statement, aud call on God as a wit­ 
ness that 1 tell God’s truth. Olsen and me were 
renting the Klotz ranch, and stayed there lip to 
March 15, 1888. Olsen had no money to pay the 
rent, aud he went to Mr. Steen's, at Twenty-fifth 
and J streets, Sacramento, to board. 
“ 1 left the rauch March 20th, and Steen told 
me to board at his place until’1 got work. I told 
Drager aud Olsen to go with me to the Ixiwell 
ranch, where I had a contract to chop wood. I 
told Steen and my wife where we were going. 1 
told Drager that if we did not get a job cutting 
wood we would go to Mr. Williams’ or Mr. Jack­ 
son’s on the Marysville road, as they had some 
horses to sell. 
“ We all left about March 20th for the Lowell 
ranch. We spent the most of the time on the 
way hunting, and Olsen went to Folsom and 
sold some hares to Mr. Yager. We ail arrived 
at the Ix)well ranch, 1 think, on Friday, March 
22d. We got there about 7 o’clock in the even­ 
ing, and Lowell was not at home. 1 fold Olsen 
ana Drager that it he Old not come by next day 
we would go back to Sacramento. Ixiwell came 
that night, said he was glad to see us. aud went 
to bed. After breakfast next morning we all 
started out to look at the wood. 
“ Drager and me took our guns, and I said to 
Iyiwell : 
44 4 Why don’t you take your gun ? May be we 
will shoot some hares.’ 
44 He said* that his gun was broke, and that 
Drager and my gun were enough. We looked 
at the wood ami told Ixiwell we would take the 
job. We then started back to the house. Olsen 
was about tifteeu or twenty feet from the house, 
and was going to the stable to get the horse to go 
home, as we told Lowell we would go to work 
Monday or Tuesday. Drager and 1 wanted to 
get a drink of water in the house. Lowell was 
standing by the hind wheel of the wagon in 
front of the house. Drager and 1 were standing 
by the door. 1 wanted to take my gun from my 
stioulder. I got the barrel in front and the 
stock behind, and the trigger got hold of my 
coat and went off accidentally, shooting Mr. 
Lowell in the back of the neck, lie fell down 
and said something I could not understand. 
“Olsen and Drager ran away. Lowell was on 
the ground nearly dead. I did not know what 
todo. 1 took the gun and struck him overthe 
head to end his misery. I pulled him alone in­ 
to the cabin and then*went to the barn, got an 
old tent aud put him in there. 
“ I closed the door and went out to see \there 
Drager and Olsen went to. I found Olsen in 
the chicken house and Drag -r between the 
house and th e river. I asked them if they 
would be so kind as to help me conceal the 
body, as I did not like to give myself up to the 
police. It was al»out dinner time and 1 told 
Drager and Olsen that w e.could dot come back 
there after what had happened. 
• I said that the best thing we could do was to* 
take two or three horses, sell them and get 
money to get out of the country. They helped 
me to hide the body and get the hprses, and 
when we got through it was about 8 o’clock in 
the evening. We only wanted three horses, but 
when we opened the gate three more horses 
came out aud I said: ’Letjthem come along.’ 
44We rode to the Grant that night, aud on Sun­ 
day morui: g we went to Sacramento and took 
the horse aud wagon back to Steen’s. He asked 
me where Olsen and Drager were, and 1 told 
him they were in camp and that we had some 
horses. He asked me how we got them and I 
told him we stole them up in the mountains. 
Then Steen said to m e: ‘You keep quiet aud 
don’t tell anybody. I will go out with you to 
see them.’ 
“Steen and me went out that same Sundav. 
Steen took some beer, whisky and bread to 
Drager and Olsen. When we were near the 
camp Steen said to m e: ‘Well, I’ll be damned 
if that is not old Lowell’s buggy.’ 
“I did not say much to him almut it. We 
were in camp about twenty minutes, when 
Steen and me took the black mare and black 
colt to Steen’s place. When we came to the 
saloon kept by P. Nelson, near Twelfth t-treet. 
Steen told Nelson the horses belonged to him 
and be had had them out to pasture. 
“Steen asked me about tweuty times where 
we got the horses, and if we got into any trouLle 
about them. He said: ‘You could not steal 
them unless you done something.’ 
“I said: ‘We done something which I never 
done yet in all my lifetime.' 
“Steen asked me what it was, but I would not 
say anything more. Steen said he knew we 
bad committed a crime, but we would be all 
right. Steen said that we had better sell the 
horses aud get away from Sacramento, and that 
when he found out about the matter around 
town and through the p:.pers that he would let 
us know right away.” 
Mvers then tells of disposingof the horses, and 
concludes: 
“This is all I have to say. all I can remember, 
and my last word. The prisoners advised me to 
put the blame on Olsen and Drager, they being 
j single and me having a family. 
“I am very sorry about the lies 1 have told, 
’ and did wrong to them. They never knew about 
| this crime before, and Drager and Olsen took no 
> part in the killing whatever. I am now to iny 
grave, and to die, and I will take my death with 
So I say my last farewell to all. This 
. 
; true statement for God, forever. 
Good-by. forever.” 
Sheriff Anderson provided a splendid dinner 
for the condemned men yesterday, but Myers 
could not eat, and lay upon his cot sobbing and 
crying. 
The others did justice to the good 
things provided. The scaffold is all in readi­ 
ness, and was inspected by hundreds of curious 
people yesterday.

There are a num ber of women introduced 
into the play in very short skirt*, for no 
other apparent reason than to show their ankles 
and calves. The modern low comedy play­ 
wright appears to be driven to this by managers, 
and they m turn defend themselves by exhibit­ 
ing the box sheet. No m atter what the bur­ 
lesque or farce nowadays, there must, it ap­ 
pears. be a half dozen or so women in short 
skirts, striding and sliding or wriggling about 
the stage, and pretending to represent women 
ol every-day life, at seaside, watering place or 
hotel. It is the veriest fiction aud a libei upon 
reality, and also as disgusting as is the exceed­ 
ingly hoodlum-like manners of these skirt 
shorn beauties whom the plays require to fall 
into the first arms that offer, and to aecep. the 
love-making of characters in the play they have 
not seen ten seconds before. What sort of wo­ 
men does this kind of action suggest? The stage 
is certainly going downward, if the managers 
and modern playwrights rule. “ Later *jn” 
will'be repealed to-night. The prize for the so­ 
lution of the arithmetical puzzle offered by the 
management has not yet been solved. 


D an iel Sully. 
Daniel Sully, one of the best representative 
Irish actors ever on the stage, comes to the 
Metropolitan Theater for the third time Monday 
evening. This time he brings a new comedy, 
“The Capital Prize.” If it comes anywhere 
near to what Mr. Sully has given us in the past, 
we can be assured of a thoroughly enjoyable 
comedy performance: one clean, wholesome 
and natural, and that does not base its claims 
for patronage upon short skirts,stout ankle* and 
a mere play upon wofds. Sully i> a comedian 
of merit, and does not burlesque the Irishman 
or distort his eccentricities or mannerisms, but 
presents very nearly the reflection of reality.

Armory Hall last night during the holding of 
the St. Rose Church festival. Two drunken in­

A MONUMENT UN VEILED TO HIS 
MEMORY YESTERDAY. 


T he Native Sons a n d D au g h te rs of 
th e G olden W est H onor th e 
F o u n d e r o f th e ir O rd er. 


The unveiling ofc the monument erected by 
the Native Sons of the Golden West to the mem­ 
ory of General A. M. Winn took place in the Pi­ 
oneer plat, at the City Cemetery, at 3 r. m. yes­ 
terday. 
The procession formed at Tenth and K at 2 p. 
m., headed by the First Artillery Band. It was 
composed of the First Artillery Regiment, the 
Italian military company, Sacramento and Sun­ 
set Parlors N. S. G. W., Califia Parlor N. D. G. 
W., Sacramento Society of California Pioneers, 
Sons of Veterans, Grand Army Posts, city and 
county officials and citizens in carriages. The 
procession entered the Ninth-street entrance at 
3 p. m., and marched to the Pioneer plat, in the 
center of which stood the tall granite column to 
be dedicated, the front of which was veiled with 
a large American fiag. The members of the N. 
S. G. W. were brought up in line on the east side 
of the plat, in front of the monument. To their 
right aud a little in advance were the members 
of Califia Parlor. To their It ft, drawn np in 
line, were the Pioneers. The band was stationed 
north of the monument. A finely-decorated 
stand for the speakers was erected a few feet 
south of the statue. 
Long before the procession reached the ceme­ 
tery m any hundreds had already arrived, and 
the ceremonies were witnessed by between two 
and three thousand people. 
As soon as all had taken their positions the 
First Artillery Band rendered a piece ot appro­ 
priate music. 
Charles F\ Montgomery, the President of the 
Day, w h s introduced by Grand Marshal Folger.; 
Mr. Montgomery made a short address and 
introduced Rev. J. F. von Herrlich, who made 
the opening prayer. 
A quartet of Native Sons next sang au appro­ 
priate anthem. 


PRESENTATION OK THE MONUMENT. 
Chairman of the Winn Monument Commis­ 
sion, Charles M. Belshaw, presented the monu­ 
ment to the N. S. G. W. in the following appro­ 
priate rem arks: 
Mr. Ihrrsldtnf, Brother Natives, Ladies and Gen­ 
tlemen: It?is with Icelings of reverence {and 
pride that I stand before you to day. I revere 
the memory of that dear old man which we this 
day commemorate, and I am proud in the 
knowledge that the Native Sous of the Golden 
West have at last given substantial proof of 
their gratitude to tips grand old pioneer. Gen­ 
eral A. M. Winn, the founder and protector of 
our beloved organization. 
The 
monument 
which stands before you to-day serves not only 
to mark ihe resting-place of our bel«.ved god- 
futhsr, but is a mute witness to the prosperity 
and energy of the Native Sous of the Golden 
West 
When time shall have passed, aud wc 
who are here to-day shall have been laid away 
in our final resting-place, then will this granite 
column ca’l to minds of generations yet uub <ro 
the native sons, and many will be the bright 
reminiscences of our present band of loyal sons 
scattered throughout our Gulden State. ’Worthy 
(¿rand President, on behalf of the General Winn 
Monument Commission, I have the honor of 
presenting to you for the Native Sons of the 
Golden West, this magnificent monument. May 
it be a constant reminder of the duties we owe 
to God, our country and each other, and let us 
hope as this mass of stone crumbles and decays, 
that the Order ot the Native Sons will continue 
to enlarge aud prosper in friendship. Io,ve and 
charity. 
THE ACCEPTANCE. 
Grand President M. A. Dorn said: 
Mr. Chauman, Ladies and Gentlemen: A work 
has been accomplished. By the patriotic and 
generous contribution to our Order, there has 
been erected to its founder a lasting and splen­ 
did monument. And on behalf and in the 
name ol the Grand Parlor of the Native Sons of 
the Golden West, 1 have now the honor to ac­ 
cept at your hands this finished product of the 
sculptor’s art. Believe me, sir, when i assure 
you that your committee, having been invented 
with extraordinary powers, was expected to give 
us something which would be both enduring and 
appropriate, and wtiich would fittingly commem­ 
orate to all succeeding generations the virtues 
of him whose illustrious name it bears. The 
work which now stauds before us, silent of 
tongue but filled with the voice of the ages, 
gi ves satisfactory assurance that in you our con­ 
fidence has not been undeservedly reposed, 
iour choice of the granite of California as the 
m aterial of which it was to be composed could 
not have been more happily made. I know no 
material which could, mo e fittingly represent 
the strength aud depth of the character ot the 
founder of our Order than the granite; for while 
it forms the foundations of the earth, it ?et 
reaches highest toward heaven and into the 
realms of eternal silence. 
You have wisely caus d it to face equally to­ 
ward the lour quarters of the globe. Let the 
truth become thereby known unto all succeed­ 
ing generations, as it is now to us, that he of 
whom this monument is in commemoration had 
no blinded or shriveled side, but was full- 
rounded and perfect in *kll directions, with a 
soul open to the light and iiPed with th‘* love of 
mau, which caused niin to gather together that 
little hand from which our Order has sprung. 
Gratefully, then, on behalf of this great Order, 
I accept trom you this monument 
And here and now, in the presence of this as­ 
sembly. do I dedicate it to the sentim ent of loy­ 
alty, freedom and nativity. And until our Order 
shall have passed aw ay: until there shall re­ 
main in this broad land nq man capable of self­ 
sacrifice, or whose heart beats to a pure and 
lofty devotion ; until the earth shall be rolled 
tqgether like a scroll, and ‘he stars no longer 
move in their appointed paths ; until then mav 
it stand in the early morning and in the sunset 
lig h t; chaste in thought, pure and noble in its 
execution ; a symbol unto the generations of the 
gratitude that fills our hearts. 
Aud now my brothers, on this day of public 
thanksgiving, and as we retire 
trom these 
solemn services, let us give thanks unto God 
for the manifold blessings we enjoy : let us rev­ 
erently pray that as ttie years go bv we shall 
grow stronger ami richer in our own ’lives, u

T H E ORATION. 
Charles L. Weller, the Oratorof the Day. spoke 
as follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen. Native Sons oj the Got den 
West: We have gathered here to-day to i ay our 
tribute of love and affection to the memory of a 
man whose name will last so long as the Order 
of Native Sons shall endure, and whose labors 
in our beh&if will be blessed by thousands yet 
unborn, who, in the future years will gather 
here to look with grateful eyes upon this monu­ 
ment their fathers h ate erected. 
General A. M. Winn, whose last and neatest 
work we have commemorated, was bora in 
Pennsylvania on April 12,1810. After reaching 
the age of twenty one be removed to Jackson­ 
ville, Ohio, wnere he married. When twenty- 
four. he went with his family to Vicksburg, 
Mississippi, where he remained until 1849. In 
this year ever to be remembered iu the history 
oí our beloved State, when thousands of the 
best and bravest from the rock-bound coast of 
New England, the broad savannahs of the 
Souih and the iboundless praircsof the West, 
flocked to the new Golconda on the shores of 
the Pacific, General Winn arrived in Sacra- 
men*o; and from that ti-'e until the day of his 
death his life was bound by strongest ties to 
the future oí the State he loved so well—ever 
taking au active part in public affairs 
He was 
one of those who organized the first city gov­ 
ernment of Sacramento, in the year 1819, and 
was a member of the Council aiid the .second 
Mayor of i hat city. 
General Winn was appointed*by Governor 
Burnett—the first Civil Governor of- the State— 
a Brigadier-General, and he took a lively in­ 
terest in the National Guard, which has since 
grown to be such a powerful organization: tne 
pride of our State and the best defender of the 
liberties of free people. 
General Wiun was always a firm believer in 
fraternal societies and aided in the establish­ 
ment of the first Odd Fellows’ Lodge in the 
State, and ever took a warm interest in its wel 
fare. 
Moving afterwards to Sonoma, he there spent 
his d- dining years.on ground rendered historic 
as being the fiist place on California’s soil where 
•blows were struct for liberty, and at the ripe 
old age of 73, was on the 26th of August, 1883, 
gathered to his fathers. 
. 
This in brief is the career of the man whose 
name we have assembled this day to honor. 
And why, it may be asked, are we here. The an­ 
swer will be found in the heart of every native 
of California. At the celebration of the Fourth 
of July in San Francisco, in the year 1875, Gen­ 
eral Wiun was one of tha aids of the Grand 
Marsha’, and he thought it most fitting lhat the 
sons of the pioneers should take part in the re­ 
joicing** hela en the anniversary of the na-.al day 
of the Republic. Notice was given by him that 
young Californians woul-J be gladly welcomed 
in the proces-ion, and after the parade a meet­ 
ing was called by him, at wh ch the proposition 
was made to organize the Order now known as 
the Native Sous of the Golden West. The first 
steps in life are always those most difficult to 
take, and thus it was with our beloved Order. 
Feebly, and with many doubt1* and fears, its few 
m ém brrsm et from tiine to time. To the pre­ 
sence and guiding care of General Winn is due 
the fact that the Order did not perish at its very 


-B uuiuou) uttya yei 10 come,’-an a ve&rs in 
which the Native Sons or California will gather 
with loving hearts about this spot, and with 
grateful lips bless the noble work of their 
founder. Animated with a desire to pay fitting 
honor to one who has done so much for us, the 
Native Sons present to California to-day this 
monument, as a lastiug witness ot a people’s 
love, that, through all the coming years it may 
speak, as did the prophet of old’: “ For the 
greatest of these is Charity.” 
It bus been the custom from the earliest ages, 
even before the light ot civilization broke upon 
the earth, for the people to erect lasting mo­ 
mentos of granite and marble to the memory of 
their great soldiers and statesmen. The lives 
ot m en who sword iu hand had cut their way 
through bleeding thousands, to a throne.^leavlng 
behind them deep and broad scars that even 
time would never heal, were held up to future 
generations as an incentive to them to do like 
deeds. Others who 
by wily statecraft were 
able to wrest broad domains from their weaker 
and less civilized neighbors were given memor­ 
ials of bronze and iron that would Hand the 
years jwithout fearof decay. 
The monument which we, as Californians 
dedicated, to-dayjbears no such message to those 
who follow us. The man we seek to houor did 
not attain great wealth or highest stations in the 
nation. He has not left the tame of a Caesar or 
a '1 ally rund No curse from,widow s and orphans, 
made so by his ambition, went up to heaven 
when our founder died—rather the blessings of 
ms friends and the prayers of all th£ brother 
hood of Native Sons. 
General Winn w as c ne of that noble band— 
the Argonauts—who did so much to make Cali­ 
fornia what it is to-day. They came from all 
over the world, the young and bravest of all 
the nations, to seek for gold, which, since the 
beginning, has been the ultim a thulc of most 
ambitions. In that mad rush, after the discov­ 
ery of gold, and ihe news spreading around the 
globe, lew men had time to devote to matters of 
a charitable nature. But, as we have seen, the 
subject of this sketch, immediately alter his ar­ 
rival, took part iu spiv ding the noble princi­ 
ples of Odd Fellowship in the new State. Gen­ 
eral wiun loved his fellow-man, and 1 believe 
that when the Great A*>:ze* shall be held*and* 
the dead summoned from their graves: when 
the evil and the good oi human life is weighed, 
and the balance struck tor all time, no higher 
praise can be given to any man, than “ That he 
has done unto others as we would that they 
should do unto us.” 
• 
And now. my brothers, the final act has come. 
The mortality of our friend and comrade is 
mingling with the dust of the Mate he loved so 
well; here iu the c.ty where he lived so long we 
have burii d him, and to-day we consecrate this 
monument to his memory. Maud firm, strong 
granite, through all the long ages yet to come, 
caring not for the blush of spring, the heat of 
summer, the harvest home, or the cold wintry 
rains that beat upon thee. 
These all shall come and live aud die, ret 
live «gain a thousand times—but thou shalt 
stand unm oved-ard we who placed thee here 
snail live our little lives, at d love and hate, fail 
or succeed in all the petty things that fill our 
fleeting years, and die. hut thou shad be un­ 
changed, and thousands yet unborn shall fol­ 
low us and pass on to the pale realms of shade 
and leave n> trace. 
But thou shaft lire 
through all the «eons of the ages; bear eternal 
witness of the love of California’s sous for char­ 
ity and fraternity, God, aud their native land ! 
REMARKS OF THE MAYOR. 
’ 
Mayor Gregory spoke as follows : 
Ladies a,id Gentlemen, Native Daughters and Sons: 
The ceremonies of today are expressive oí the 
profound respect which w e. as citizens, ami as 
members of the Order of Native Sons of the 
Golden West, feel toward- the late General A. M. 
Winn, in recognition of his public and private 
career as a worthy citizen of Sacramento, in 
being the first Mayor of our city, and ss the 
founder of this grand aud progressive Order. 
His official career w as characterized bv integ­ 
rity . impartía ,ty aud public spirit, as evidenced 
by the record <*f his universal popularity among 
the people, llis constant aim nndamoitiou was 
to subserve the interests of the city, and th ¡ugh 
hia administration commenced in the year 
1849—a time when the population < 
this city 
consisted of a conglomeration of all claves of 
people, from the honest m iner to the íeekless 
adventurer, who were alike bent upon the sin­ 
gle aim of satiating their personal greed J..r 
gold, and when law lessness and disregard of 
government w as tne rule, and not the exception 
—yet. during such a time aud under such cir­ 
cumstances. Mayor Winn performed his duties 
unflinchingly ami without fearof consequences. 
We ot to dav realize the beneficial effects of his 
mighty influence, and of the energy lie dis­ 
played and the hardships he endured iu placing 
the little city upon the broad plane of progress 
and civilization, by gradually causing tne elim ­ 
ination of the disorderly masses whico then en­ 
deavored to supersede the efforts of her faithful 
friends. From bis example progr- ss began and 
through the influence of his associates—the no­ 
ble pioneers of Sacramento—commenced the 
development of the manifold resources with 
which they were snrronn<2ed,&udthe beginning 
of a new era of prosperity for our city : and. as a 
result, we now enjoy liie in one oi the richest, 
most populous and progressive communities in 
this great West. 
llis association with the Order of the Native 
Sons of the Golden West was in fuil accoid w ith 
the same kindly feciing^ which characterized 
him as a man of pure impulses, of rich and en­ 
nobling instincts, iu which ftaternity predomi­ 
nated. Could General Winn but look upon the 
result of hi* handiwork ami gaze upon the fresh 
vigor of youth which i o.v occupies t: t most 
prominent positions in public and private life 
in our State, lie would realize as wc do, that the 
responsibility which was by him p aced upon 
the shoulders of the young men is earnestly ap­ 
preciated by each, and ne would fur:her sec 
that the seeds which he had so judiciously sown 
had become deep-rooted. and arc bearing good 
fruit. He would further become fully satisfied 
that the present generation has lo-t none of the 
instincts of integrity and loyalty which charac­ 
terized his acts an i those ot his near associates. 
All honor therefore to his m inory. 
In behalf of the city of Sacramento I take 
much pleasure in expressing my gratelul ac­ 
knowledgment of this compliment to our city, 
to the memory of our parent Chief Executive 
and to our beloved order, as being a worthy trib­ 
ute to a worthy cause. 
Mayor Gregory was followed by I». S Lawsou, 
President cl the Sacramento Society of Califor­ 
nia Pioneers, who mud-: a -hurt, eloquent aud 
appropriate address, in which he paid a high 
tribute to the memory of General Wiun and to 
the Order of Native Sons.

London. November 29th.—Robert Gent Davis, 
Member oí Parliament for the Kennington Di­ 
vision of Lambeth, was committed to prison on 
Tue&dayn for cotempt of Court In fafliug to pay 
£3,778 ’due from him as Administrator of his 
uncle’s estate. 
lie appeared in Court to day and offered to 
apologize and refund the money. The Judge, 
however, refused to interfere, and the order of 
arrest was handed to a Sheriff for execution. 
Davis’ debt was subscribed by a Tory Mem­ 
ber of Parliament to prevent the disgrace of ar­ 
rest of a member for a breach of trust. 
In the Commons to-day Healy p-sked what 
steps sm ith, the Government leader, intended 
to recommend the House to take regarding the 
charge agaiust Davis, of using money received 
in a fiduciary capacity. 
Smith denied the existence of a^y proof to 
jlustifv him in asking the House to pronounce 
judgm ent on Smith. 
RobertEon (Liberal) reminded the House that 
the expulsion o.' a member could be decreed 
for a breach of trust, and he asked if Davis’ con­ 
duct did not amount to that. 
Smith protected against hasty action in a mat­ 
ter affecting the character and honor of mem­ 
bers. 
Healy intimated that unless the Government 
acted in the m atu r he would move on Tuesday 
next that a new writ be issued for an election 
to fill the seat now held by Davis. 
Later.—Davis has been imprisoned. 
THE CASE OF MORONEY. 
In the Commons this evening, Bradlaugh 
moved to adjourn the House in order to call at­ 
tention to the continued, imprisonment of Mo- 
rouey in Kilmaiuham Tail, for contempt of 
Court under the Coercion Act. He said Morouey 
is suffering in health and becoming insane. He 
represented that bankruptcy proceedings have

Corb returned last night alone, and said the 
girl had been dragged irom his buggy and mur­ 
dered by two unknown men. The body was 
found in a clump of bushes near the roadside, 
the young woman's throat having been cut 
from ear to ear. 
Corb was placed under guard, and during the 
night committed suicide bv taking poison, thus 
escaping lynching. 
The Coroner’s inquest developed the fact that 
the girl had been outraged and then murdered. 
Latkb—Late this afternoon the Coroner’s jun- 
returned verdicts to the effect that the girl had 
been strangled by Corb, and that he committed 
suicide by taking poison. 
Opinion is much divided as to the girl’s death 
aud the motive of the murderer. The m otherof 
the dead girl says that Corb had been visiting 
her daughter since last August, but that thev 
were not engaged. She says the girl was en­ 
gaged toauother school-teacher, nam edllom er 
who lives in the neighborhood, and had been for 
two years. Corb was a school-teacher, and had 
taught more than a year.
